This Office action is responsive to Applicant's response submitted 17 February 2010. 

Examiner 's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claims 1-5 and 7-15, the prior art of record fails to disclose or reasonably 
suggest an electrode or wiring formed by stacking a first conductive layer in contact with the 
semiconductor thin film layer and a second conductive layer on the first conductive layer in 
addition to the accompanying features of the independent claims. Close prior arts of record have 
been discussed in previous Office actions. Furthermore, see Applicant's remarks received 17 
February 2010, pages 2 and 3. 

In regards to claims 6-15, claims 6-15 have been allowed for the reasons set forth in the 
previous Office action, mailed 17 November 2009. 

Therefore, claims 1-15 are allowed.
